SIR: 

Applicant petitions for the filing date of the above-captioned application to 
be changed to reflect the date when the application was actually filed. 

This petition is being filed in accordance with the provisions of the 
M.P.E.P. for filing patent applications and receiving a filing date. 

The above-referenced patent application was filed on January 9, 2002, as 
shown by the stamp on the enclosed photocopy of the postcard receipt which was 
enclosed with the application. As shown by the enclosed filing receipt, the application 
actually received a filing date of May 13, 2002. This date should be changed to reflect 
the actual date of filing which is stamped on the postcard. 

MPEP section 506 provides that a patent application will receive a filing 
date as of the date on which a specification containing a description and at least one claim 
and any required drawings are filed in the Patent and Trademark Office. It is undisputed 
that all of these items were received on January 9, 2002. Not only are they listed on the 
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postcard returned by the USPTO, but they were also enumerated in the first 
communication from the Patent Office. 

This first communication consisted of a Notification of Missing 
Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 in the United States Designated/Elected Office, dated 
March 13, 2002. Along with enumerating the items received in the application, this 
communication requested an Oath or declaration of the inventors. 

Applicants responded to this communication on May 13, 2002 enclosing a 
new photocopy of the previously enclosed Declaration and Power of Attorney, as well as 
a photocopy of the postcard, stamped by the USPTO, and listing the Declaration/Power 
of Attorney document among the others which were included with the application upon 
filing. The photocopy of the postcard was included in order to argue that it was 
inappropriate to request a new copy of the Declaration/Power of Attorney, nor to charge a 
fee, inasmuch as it had been included with the application at the time of filing. 

In fact this application received a filing date of May 13, 2002, the date of 
the above-noted response with its included photocopy of the originally filed 
Declaration/Power of Attorney document. This was not correct. Not only should the 
application have received the January 9 th date because that was the date on which a 
complete specification including claims was filed in accordance with MPEP section 506, 
but also the Notification of Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 in the United 
States Designated/Elected Office, of March 13, 2002 should not have been issued as the 
Declaration/Power of Attorney document was filed at the same time as the application as 
shown by the enclosed photocopy of the postcard stamped by the USPTO. 

MPEP section 503 provides that : 

"a postcard receipt which itemizes and properly identifies the 
items which are being filed serves as prima facie evidence of 
receipt in the USPTO of all the items listed thereon on the 
date stamped thereon by the USPTO" 
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Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this petition be granted and the 



filing date of the application be changed to January 9, 2002, the date of receipt of the 
application as shown by the USPTO date stamp on the postcard.
